Philadelphia service system says abused foster children need extra help 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — At age, 
8, the little girl Iras no real name, no 
home, no parents, and no defense 
against more. of the sexual abuse 
that left her scarred and screiiming 
in a hospital bed. 

And diat, the city says, is the (test 
it has to offer. 

Tfie foster child was beaten, 
scalded and sexually abused last - 
week by her most recent guardians 
in a sadistic attempt to discipline 
her, police said. 

As the brutaLdetails emerged, 
child advocates were jolted to learn 
that the victim was "Tara M,’’ the 
pseudonym used in court papers for 
a girl given different names by her 
biological mother and foster par- 
ents. 

Two years ago, the city 
Department of Human Services 
promised to give exceptional care to 

Tara. M. and .l.fi.ni.her..dviUlren as a. . 

result of an American Civil 
Liberties Union'lawsuit charging 
the agency with gross neglect. 

“If a child like Tara can’t be pro- 
tected under this system, what child 
can?” asked Stefan Pressor, the 
ACLU legal director in 
pliiladeJphia. 

But the broader lesson from 
Tara’s plight, say child care experts, 
is that a city must ensure special 
care for sexually abused diildren. 

“A molested child can tax parents 
in a way that no other child can," 
said Dr. Alberto Serrano, psychiatry 
chief at Children's Hospital. “They 
may mimic their abuse by fondling 
themselves, or an adult That can be 
quite a jolt to a foster parent. 

-Foster-parents who acceptthesc— 

children into their homes need to 
be prepared for extraordinary 
behavior — so they must receive 
very special training.” 

But ho amount of sexual acting- 
out can explain what happened to 
Tara, said Nancy Kanter, the. child's _ 
legal advocate. _ 

“There were red flags up all over 
the place — for both the little girl 
and the prospective parents. How 
come npbody saw them?" asked 
Kanter. 

Elman and Anna Gradiz were 
chosen as pre-adoptive parents in 
November . by Asociacion 
IVenorriquenos en Marcha Inc. of 
Philadelphia (APM), a private 
agency that provides foster care. 

“And they wanted to adopt her!" 
said Kanter. “She came that close

On Tuesday, Tara appeared in a 
New Jersey emergency room with 
her foster parents. Doctors found 
she had been scalded over half her . 
body, had two black eyes, puncture 
wounds in her back and inflamed 
genitals. 

The emergency room staff 
called the police,’ who arrested 
Elman Gradiz, 36, and his wife 


Anna, 42, on charges including 
aggravated, indecent assault and 
involuntary deviate sexual inter- 
course. The assult charge is a 
felony that carries a seven-year 
minimum prison term. 

They are being held on $250.0(X) 
bail each and will have their first 
chance to enter pleas in court this 
week. ,, Their attorney, Edward 
Moms, said he was not yet able to 
comment on their guilt or inno- - 
ccnce. 

According to police, the foster 
parents found Tara fondling herself 
on Monday. To punish the girl they 
stripped her, forced her into the 
bathtub, and doused her with buck- 
ets of scalding water. 

Then, police said, Anna Gradiz 
concocted a mixture of chili pepper 
and Vick’s Vapo Hub and smeared 
it into die girl's genitals.

her foster parents’ bail hearing. 

“I was touching my private parts, 
but I wasn’t. ... They think it’s me 
and they put dtilt in there ... a pop- 
per stuff.

Rose read from die transcript.

Let’s hope bargain puts 
Idaho on road to recovery 


Maybe, just maybe, the Legisla- 
ture will do something about our 
state’s threadbare highways before 
calling the 1996 session quits. Thai 
depends on whether Idaho’s sena- 
tors have the courage to make a po- 
tentially unpopular decision. 

Generally speaking, Idaho is lucky 
to have a penny-pinching Legisla- 
ture. Hut some of those guys take 


• me luea too tar. 

This year, the Legislature was 
asked to pul another $34 million a 
year into highway improvements. A 
4-cent gas-tax hike and a modest 
boost in car-registration fees would 
supply the money. 

'Hie justification for this proposal 
is obvious. You feel it in your back- 
side every time you drive on our tat- 
tered pavement. 

By one estimate, our system of 
highways and bridges needs more 
than $4 billion worth of work. Even 
if that number is grossly inflated, 
$34 million a year is a puny assault 
on so big a target. In our view, the 
. .proposal was probaby too timid, giv- 
~errthe'problem’s- severity — 

But some Idaho lawmakers 
come down with shivering chills 


when they hear “ta"x” and “in- 
crease” in the same sentence. The 
proposal has run into predictable 
trouble. 

So last week Bait, a former Idaho 
Transportation Board member who 
understands road problems, struck a 
bargain. (This is, after all, a season 
of compromises. In November, poli- 
tics is a grand* spectacle of peppery 


pies. In March, with the clock run- 
ning down on the Legislature, poli- 
tics becomes a gritty game of “Let’s 
Make a Deal.”) 

In return for a key committee 
vote, Batt agreed to appoint a spe- 
cial task force to investigate Idaho’s 
transportation network. 

What will a task force accomplish? 
Probably not much. But it probably 
won’t hurt, either. Meanwhile, the 
gas-tax proposal is going to the Sen- 
ate for a final vote. 

Will it survive? Hard to say. Even 
4 cents is a tough sell during an elec- 
tion year, when no politician wants 
to be labeled a tax-and-spender.

Now we find that if wc want to utilize 
the library at the College of Southern 
Idaho, we must come up with an annual 
fee of $12. Yet the county hits us every 
year on our property taxes to support • 
CSI, currently at the, rate of $133.70 an- 
nually. On one hand, we cannot use one 
library because we don’t support it with 
■taxes. Yet, on the other hand, wc can uti- 
lize a library we do support with taxes 
lonly if we pay a yearly fee. How generous 
on both counts. 

I would just as soon see Twin Foils 
County stop supporting CSI and use my 
yearl y property t ax to support a c ounty li- 
.Drary for tnoso of us who live in the coun. 
;ty. Then perhaps we could use a library 
;we support without an additional feo for 
the privilege.

Distorting history to suit an agenda 


Were Cleopatra and the ancient Egyp- 
tians really blacks? 

Did the Greeks steal the ideas and 
■ philosophies for which they arc famous from 
‘ black Egyptians? Were somd of the Greeks, 
notably Socrates, blacks themselves? 

Was history written the way it is because 
it is truth documented by research and 
scholarship or because the dominant Euro- 
peans distorted it to discredit blacks and to 
make sure the views otdead,.whituEuro- — 
’ peon males prevailed? 

These ideas arc increasingly common 
and arc often taught in public schools and 
in Afro-American studies classes in col- 
leges - a worrisome and largely unchal- 
lenged distortion of history and truth. Aca- 
demics and others have been largely reluc- 
tant to interfere, in the name of academic 
freedom, in the desire to help blacks devel- 
op more self-esteem and for fear of being 
tarred as radst and politically incorrect. 

Now, Maty Lcfkowitz, a professor of hu- 
manities at Wellesley College has taken on 
the task, driven by indignation at the er- 
rors in the theories, by the ignorance and 
disregard of histpric faers and by the argu- 
ments that history is myth and fable and 
should not be subjected to rigorous stan- 
dards of scholarship. 

Lcfkowitz’s new book, “Not Out of 
Africa." is already being scorned as racist 
and attacked by those who want history to 
be whatever drey want it to be. The subtitle 
of the book is “How Afrocenmsm Became 
an Excuse to Teach Myth As History.”

Let history teach its lessons . 

In June of 1633, the Roman Inquisition 
conduded the trial of Galileo Galilei with 



to Egypt. with Alexander and had stolen 
books from the library at Alexandria, a hy- 
po diesis diat became the basis of his pliilos- 

_ophy.Aristode.died.ttvo decades before 

diat library was built, she pointed out. 

The lecturer could nor, or would not, an- 
swer the question and said he resented its 
tone. Many students seemed to side with 
him and accused Lcfkowitz of being racist. 

What matters . so much here is not the archa- 
ic details of the relationships among andent 
Egyptians and Greeks. Wliat’s at stake is the 
essential idea diat what Is accepted as truth 
must be based on the best sdialarship avail- 
able and hot on wishful thinking or a deliber- 
ate distortion of fan for political purposes. 

Lcfkowitz’s book is a meticulous refuta- 
tion of the major claims of Afrocenmsm. It 
is respectful of undent Egyptian culture, 
but makes-ir dear the Egyptians were not 
black Africans but a Mediterranean people, 
generally darker in skin color than modem 
Europeans, but not African in features. 

By brushing aside scholarship and insist- 
ing that history is “myth” written by the 
dominant political forces, fact and truth 
become distorted and the very search for 
them seems irrelevant, Lefkowitz insists. 

It has become so politically incorrect to de- 
bate die theories of Afrucentrism in colleges 
and universities dixit it jeopardizes the con- 

rep t nf sch olarly research and debate - the 

search for truth diat Is die basis for learning. 

All history is written with bias, support- 
ers of Afrocenmsm insist. Facts can be ma- 
nipulated. Evidence can be ignored or de- 


an offidal condemnation for high treason. 
He spent the rest of his life under house ar- 
rest. 

The Drama Department of the College of 
Southern Idaho recently adapted Galileo’s 
nightmarish journey in "Lamp at Mid- 
night.” 

Less known is Giordano Bruno, an erst- 
while Dominican priest and philosopher- 
poet. Bruno, after wandering tliroughout 
Europe to find a congenial home and audi- 
r'cnccrreramcd toltaly^llehoped nrbcu-r: 
professor of mathematics. Instead, Galileo 
was appointed to the available position. 

Bruno, along with Galileo and other 
learned Europeans, gravitated to a Polish 
astronomer, Nicolaus Copernicus, who 
claimed planets including Earth move 
cyclically around a stationary sun. En- 
tranced by this concept, he foresaw by 400 
years astronomers finding planets associat- 
ed with nearby stars. 

He convinced himself the universe is il- 
limitable and eternal, and stars are innu- 
merable suns trailing inhabited planets in 
their wake through space. He disintegrat- 
ed the cosmos into an infinite space which 
possessed no privileged center, much less 
puny Earth. 

With publication of these views in 1584, 
he earned the serious attention of the . 
Church of Rome. In the same dialogue he 
anticipated his fellow Italian astronomer 


slroyednVTiatWitltcuT^'trthirillOriveSand— 
the ideology of the historians and those 
who lecture and write about the theories. 

“The debate hits moved away from facts 
or evidence to perceived motivations,” 
Lefkowitz says. “The quality of a discussion 
now dejK-nds on whether the participants' 

" in the discussion have good orbenefirial " 
motivations, as judged by themselves; if 
they belteve that a person’s motivations are 
good, then what they say will bo rig ht." 

Rewriting history io satisfy current jxilic- 
icxd agendas can lead us “right hack to the 
fictivc history of the kind developed to 
serve the Third Reich," she warns. 

“It is essential for all of us to realize that 
some action needs to be taken," concludes . 
Lefkowitz. “It is not to imply a matter of 
doing justice to the ancient Greeks and 
their modem descendants. Universities 
must encourage free inquiry and debate, 
and not permit the classroom to be used as 
a means of political indoctrination. Even ' 
more important than that is our obligation 
to teach history, history’ that can be sup- 
ported by warranted evidence." 

Black students have many good rexisons ■ 
to feel pride in themselves and the accotrt-' 
plishments of their race. They don't need to 
borrow Cleopatra or to believe erroneous 
theories about the Egyptians. But like all of 
. us, they need to leam what good scholar- 
ship is and develop the scif-confidcncc to 
debate ideas openly and the mind-set to 
evxduate and accept scholarly evidence. 

Those who feed them comforting myths . 
and fictions, even with the best of intentions, 
do African-American students no favors.

Galileo Galilei by maintaining the Bible 
should be followed for its moral teaching 
but not for its astronomical, i.c., scientific 
implications. 

Shortly after his return in 1591, he was 
denounced to the Venetian Inquisition for 
his hereticxtl theories. Rather than let 
Bruno possibly carry the day in “moder- 
ate” Venice, the Roman Inquisition took 
over and jailed him at the palace of its 
Holy Office. 

Afterscvcn-ycn rsrBnmosumrned -up hir~ 
trial by declaring he had nothing to retract 
-and that lie did not even know what he was 
expected to retract. (Jlmin! Sounds famil-. 
iar as played out in a nearby state.) He was 
brought to the stake, his tongue in a gag, 
and burned alive in 1600. 

As Galileo wrote 16 years later, "Of all 
the hatreds, none is greater than that of ig- 
norance against knowledge.” In matters of 
science, one's trust in the experience of 
natural order is preferred to faith in the su- 
pernatural and the revealed. 

Today the transcendent guarantee of 
rights of conscience expressed in'thc First 
Amendment of the Constitution is the 
strongest answer to the narrow intolerance 
of the self-righteous. The disruptive atmo- 
sphere coming from the bigoted will prove 
to be ephemeral.

Organ donations save Idaho lives

BURLEY - Organs from abbut 12 
southern Idahoans. Who died last year 
provided 48 lifesaving organs for trans- 
plant candidates, according to an agency 
that matches donors with candidates. 

—A- Cas s i a Regional Medical Center-offi- 
cial wants to make sure the hospital has a 
good plan in place to encourage more 
organ donations locally and to make the 
process as smooth as possible. 

Jerry Lankford is working with the hos- 
pital’s medical staff to establish a rela- 
tionship with Intermountain Organ 
Recovery System in Salt Lake City, a 
nationwide, nonprofit agency that match- 
es donors with transplant candidates.' 

Lankford is. the Medical Center’s 
patient advocate. As director of social 
services at the hospital, his job is to make 
sure that patients understand what is' 


happening to them during their stay. 

' , Increasing public awareness of what it 
means to be an organ donor is pext on 
Lankford’s totio list. A big' pan of setting up 
the hospital's program is educating the pub- 
lic about organ donation, he said

BURLEY - A local woman finally knows 
what it’s like to be pink after living most of 
her life with skin the color of blue denim. \ 
Giselle Booth Carson, 41, has been home 
a week now, four months after she received 
a life-saving heart and double lung trans- 
plant at Stanford University Medical 
Center in Californio. 

Booth Corson has more energy now than 
she has had in years. Her heart is pumping 
blood normally, circulating plenty of oxy- 
gen throughout her body. The glow of ha- 
skin is proof. 

“Fm pink," Booth Carson said. She held 
out her hands to show their rosy color. She 
can clean ha- house without having to stop, 
because she is short of breath. She no 
longer needs to catch her breath while she 
is talking or cany on oxygen bottle to help • 
her breathe. 

“It’s really odd io be in a well body," 
Booth Carson said. 

She credits her new chance at life to the 
parents of a 16-ycar-old girl, who died in a 
November car accident. On her 16th birth- 
day, the girl had written a letter. to God say- 
ing how thankful she was to be alive. It was ^ 
read at her memorial service. 

“She was taken from them. But they 
chose to let her live on and shore her," 
Booth Carson said. 

Now Booth Carson looks forward to rais- 
ing her son, Ted, 9, still living at home. 

She was bom with a congenital heart 
defect. Doctors didn’t expect her to reach 
her first birthday. A hole in her heart 
allowed blood to mix between both sides of 
the organ. The hole caused vessels in Booth 
Carson's lungs to carry too much blood, 
which caused the right side of her heart and 
the blood vessels to wear out. 

At 10, Booth Carson had her first of four 
heart attacks. After the initial heart attack, 
she led a relatively problem-free life for 15 
years, including petting married to Parke 
Carson and adopting two sons. 

In 1979, at the age of 25, she was diag- 
nosed with congestive heart failure. The 
bottom half of her heart and lungs were 
dead by die time of her transplant. 

Booth Corson must take medication 
every day for the rest of her life. The drugs 

- help prevent her-body from rejecting the 

new organs. The medication will cost 52,000 
monthly. 

"It’s a trade-off. Either death or the med- 
ication and transplant," she said. 

Donations ana fund-raisers in die Mini- 
Cassia area made the transplant possible, 
she said. Without community support, she 
could not have afforded the costs that come 
with the transplant. She doesn’t have insur- 
ance. 

Booth Carson choked back tears when 
she spoke the two words she would say to 
the organ donor’s family if she could tell i 
them anything.

Citizens vent frustrations with city’s water proposals

JEROME - About 125 Jerome resi- 
dents told the City Council they don't 
want the higher taxes that would come 
with water rate adjustments and 5S mil- 
lion in proposed system improvements. 

“Jerome has the highest property 
taxes in the state with really very little 
to show for it,” Joe Skaug rehd from a 
letter written by LaVere Gooch. 

“My property taxes have gone from S665 
per year, to over SI, 600 a year. A neighbor's 
son lives in Boise and has a $125,000 home. 
His taxes ore SI, 000," Gooch’s letter said. 
“It shouldn’t cost more to live in Jerome 
than Boise, but it does." 


"We’re over-budget and over-staffed," 
Sknug told the City Council at a public 
hearing Thursday evening. 

In 1989, the city . budget was 
$2,451,000, but it ballooned to 
$5, 183,000 in 1995, Skaug said. The num- 
ber of city employees grew from 43 to 
70. 

The dty colled the meeting to discuss 
. adjustments to water rates and a pro- 
posed series of renovations to the city’s 
water system. 

"We’re not here tonight to tell you we 
haye pipedreams about what we need," 
Mayor Gerald Ostler said. “We want to 
answer your questions; we need some 
guidance on what we should do." 

■ The city is proposing to change how 


residents and businesses are charged for 
water. The city would charge a flat SS.S1 
to all water users, and then 60 cents for 
every 100 cubic feet of water used, start- 
ing at zero. 

The council said it chose the fixed 
60-cent rate because that is what it 
costs the city to deliver the water. The 
new base rate would hclpjuaintain arid 
operate the water system, and pay 
back a loan for recently installed water 
meters. 

The proposed rate changes will add 
about $150,000 to the revenues the city 
collects for water consumption each 
year, City Administrator Jeff Bishop 
said in an interview after the hearing. 

Business and industry, through 


increased rates, will cover nearly half 
of the increase, he said. Folks who use 
a lot of water will see a significant rise 
in their water bill. But two-thirds of 
Jerome’s residents, he said, average 
around 1,200 cubic feet per month, and 
their bill will be virtually unchanged. 

He said that water bills will go up in 
the summer as people use more water. 
An average summer consumption of 
3,200 cubic feet of water will increase a 
water bill by $7.51 per month. 

The dty also recommended six scenar- 
ios of- water system improvements and 
expansion, ranging from $182,900 for 
modifications to the 10th Avenue well 
and supply system, to $2,731,534 to meet 
20 yedr dty growth projections.

Batt backs correction 
director’s decisions 


Weigh-in-motion success 


BOISE (AP) — Gov. Phil Batt 
contends the state would be the 
loser if Idaho Department of 
Correction Director James 
Spalding were driven from 
office by questions about his 
handling of a young convicted 
killer recently kept in a Wallace 
jail. 

But even as Batt defended 
Spalding, his office made public 
a letter sent to the director six 
months ago in which Batt 
expressed “concern and dis- 
may" over the Department of 
Correction’s internal review of a 
former guard’s sexual abuse of 
female, inmates at a Boisc-area 
prison. 

In remarks Friday about con- 
victed murderer Steve Waddell, 
Batt acknowledged “serious 


problems’* allowed him to walk 
the streets of Wallace with a 
deputized maintenance man 
with no firearms training. 
Waddell was convicted of killing . 
his high school sweetheart in 
Canyon County. 

“Director Spalding perhaps 
should have known about Mr. 
Waddell having too much free- 
dom,” Batt said. 

Spalding late last month 
ordered Waddell and all other 
state inmates from county jails 
to prisons. "I think Mr. Spalding 
does a remarkable job out 
there," Batt said Friday. “If we 
point out too many problems 
that an omniscient person 
should have known, and drive 
him out of the job, I think the 
state is going to be the loser." 


BOISE (AP) — Idaho 
Transportation Department officials 
consider a pilot program started last 
July at the East Boise Port of Entry 
to test the state’s weigh-in-motion 
transponders a solid success. 

The electronic transponders — in 
black 1 plastic boxes about the size of 
a candy bar — attach to the front 
bumpers of trucks and allow ihemio 
be weighed while traveling up to 65 
mph. If a truck is not too heavy and 
its registration papers are in order, it 
does not have to stop at die port of 
entry unless it is selected for a ran- 
dom safety inspection. 


• “The weigh-in-motion is a sophisti- 
cated way of weighing trucks faster, 
and that gives the inspectors more 
time to take care of problem trucks," 
said Craig LaChance, senior inspec- 
tor at the East Boise Port of Entry. 
“The transponders are nothing more 
than a way to keep legal trucks on 
the highway legally,'’ .

The relationship between 
Lehman and Chalfont has becn - 
widely reported. Before taking die 
Navy’s helm in 1981, Lehman 
owned a military consulting firm 
called Abington Corp., for which 
Chalfont did work. After Lehman 
took office, he temporarily gave , 
Chalfont the use of the company’s 
name abroad for $60,000. This 
ljecumc controversial because' 
Lehman had promised to sell the 
company outright. 

The book opens with Lehman at 
a Tailhook convention and a naked 
woman standing over him. In the 
review, Chalfont savaged the book 
for dumping u "flood of abuse" on 
Lehman.

“land But few stop to consider that 25 to 33^ 
percent of a team's total points can come 
from the foul line. 

When was the last time, you saw someone 
practicing free throws at a driveway hoop? 

And, of course, the talk continues that moving 
the basket to 11 or 12 feet is the next answer. 

Again, the answer is just the opposite. 

Move it to 11 feet and the big guys will 
simply set up for rebounding an extra cou- 
ple-feet out from the rim and continue to 
dominate.

Because the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice keeps raising the standard deduc- 
tion, it often doesn’t pay even for peo- 
ple with mortgage interest to itemize 
unless they have very expensive homes, 
Abernathy said.

Plug-ins can make Navigator greater 


If you’re using an old copy of 
Netscape Navigator — and in “Internet 
years" anydiing more than 6 months old 
is ancient — it’s time to teach that aging 
dog some new tricks. 

It’s not that your old copy-of Naviga- 
tor doesn’t serve you well. It probably 
. docs..For.more than a year, it. has been 
regarded as the most capable program 
for surfing the World Wide Web be- 
cause it recognizes more commands 
than any other competing software. 
With Navigator, Web sites look livelier 


and more colorful titan they do with 
other browsers. 

But over the past few months, a host 
of new tricks lias l won added to Naviga- 
tor’s repertoire through what is known 
as plug-in applications — or plug-ins, for 
short. 

Plug-ins arc separato pieces of soft- 
ware that work with Navigator, letting 
you. see and do even more things, such 
as hear live audio or zoom through 3-D 
.online 'worlds or view specially de- 
signed graphics. 

The nice thing about plug-ins is that 
they work automatically. When you 
click on a link that requires a plug-in, 


the application launches itself- You 
don’t have to mess with minimizing 
your Netscape window and figuring out 
where the program is that you want to 

Most of the plug-ins have been writ- 
ten by companies other titan Netscape, 
and they make them available for 
downloading over tlte Internet for free. 
The reason: Plug-ins arc known os “user - 
applications." Web site creators who 
want you to'Iook'at their home page 
need “developer applications” to create 
tlte plug-in links. And that’s where the 
plug-in companies make their money — 
by selling developer applications to 


Web site i 
To be able to use plug-ins you need 
the latest version of Navigator, which 
you can download from Netscape’s 
home page.

“Income” is a frequently mis- 
used and misunderstood term. 
Here are the seven types of in- 
come you might encounter on 
your tax returns — as well as in 
political debates over the flat tax,

• Adjusted gross Income: The 
-basic, building, block, for. calculat- 
ing your tax bill. Deductions that 
reduce your AGI are often called 
“above-the-Iinc deductions.” AGI 
essentially is your gross income 
minus “gain-seeking” expenses 
(such as business deductions and 
investment losses) or “policy” ex- 
penses (such as spousal support 
and certain retirement accounts 
for the self-employed). 

• Alternative Minimum Tux in- 
come: The AMT is a separate tax 
system designed to ensure every- 
one pays a fair share, regardless of 
deductions or an accountant’s 
skill. .Overly simplified, AMT in- 
come is your taxable income plus 
deductions from Schedule A, per- 
sonal exemptions and adjustments 
for things such as incentive stock 
options.

Like a lot of young couples, the 
Szynskies began married life in 
1988 with no savings and little 
financial know-how.

Suiride bombers are bom from 


frustration and despair, psycholo- 
gists and political analysts say. 
Like Sufian, they are almost 
always unmarried men in their 
20s with no job and few prospects. 

The dear-cut, uncompromising 
ideology of militant Islam and the 
rewards of martyrdom are a 
strong draw. They are promised a 
heavenly paradise with 72 virgins, 
posthumous adulation in their 
communities and finandal bene- 
fits for their families — every- 
thing they lacked in life. 

“It’s the culmination of utter 
frustration with their lives,” said 
Manuel Hassassian, a political sd- 
ence professor at Bethlehem 
University. 

“It’s not a’ coincidence that all 
suicide bombers are very young 
and have no families,” said An at 
Kurtz, a terrorism expert at the 
Jaffee Center for Strategic 
Studies in Tel Aviv. 

“Once a person gets to 30 and 
has several kids and a family to 
lake care of, he’s not very likely to 
turn to religious ideas that would 
make him do something- like 
that.”

Fighting dies 
down in Grozny 

GROZNY, Russia (AP) — 
Fighting in Chechnya’s capital sub- 
sided Saturday with the pullout of 
many rebel gunmen, but streets still 
echoed with sporadic shooting and a 
dozen more deaths were reported. 

Government forces backed by 
armored personnel carriers removed 
mines and dug fresh trenches before 
nightfall, cautiously reasserting their 
control as the fighting diminished 
following a rebel assault that began 
Wednesday.

London’s famous birds 
are blissing from streets

LONDON — The streets of 
downtown London aren't even 
safe for the pigeons anymore. 

Hundreds, perhaps even 
thousands, of the world's most 
famous pigeons are missing 
from their favored concrete 
feeding ground in the shadow of 
the -Nelson's Column at 
Trafalgar Square. The stolen 
birds are presumed to have 
been sold off to pie-making 
restaurants. 

The stomach-flipping who- 
dunit has bedeviled police and 
outraged the flocks of tourists 
who trek to Trafalgar Square 
. — mutiny for the privilege of 
feeding the birds. 

“We've got a pigeon thief on 
the loose;? says Bernard 
Rayner, whose family has been 
running the bird food stand in 
Trafalgar Square for three gen- 
erations. 

The great pigeon caper has 
apparently been going on for 
three months. The prime sus- 
pect is a man in his 20s, who 
wears blue overalls and a red 
baseball cap. He has been seen 
in the square scooping the birds 
into a cardboard box 40 at a 
time. He then makes his get- 
away in the subway. 

Police claim that at this rate. 


the thief could clear out the 
entire flock of Trafalgar Square 
pigeons in seven months. That 
would be a feat that German 
bombs during World War n and 
a pigeon birth-control campaign 
enacted three years ago failed 
to accomplish. 

“We've tried to’ stop him,” 
Rayner says. “He just flouts 
the law.” 

Because no one actually 
owns the pigeons, police can’t 
file theft charge's. A Wildlife 
and Countryside Act prohibits 
individuals from damaging or 
destroying wild birds. 

“If this man gets away with 
it and tells his mates, I’m wor- 
ried we’re going to have an 
army of people scooping up 
pigeons and selling them to 
restaurants,” Trafalgar 
Square beat bobby Roy Riggs 
said in Friday's editions of 
The Sun of London. “Jt must 
be stopped.” 

Rayner claims the thief told 
him he is collecting tho birds 
for a pigpon-racing club. 

“That's a lot of pigeons to 
race," says Rayner. “He’s 
obviously doing this for mone- 
tary gain.” 

Pigeon is a favored dish in, 
many London restaurants. 
Apparently, patrons savor the 
bird's liverlike taste.

Train attack in Algeria leaves 10 dead 

ALGIERS, Algeria — Armed men attacked a passenger train in 
westefn Algeria, killing 10. people and wounding 16 others, 
Algerian public radio reported Saturday. 

Nq one immediately claimed responsibility for the attack. But 
suspicion fell on Muslim extremists fighting to overthrow the gov- 
ernment and replace it with strict Islamic rule. 

It was not immediately clear exactly when the attack occurred. 
Channel 3 radio said the attackers struck the train near the town of 
Tlcmcen and Algeria’s border with Morocco..

Serbs burn Bidza as security faulters 


ILIDZA, Bosnia-Hcrzegovina (AP) 
— As arson fires burned uncontrol- 
lably in a Sarajevo suburb that is to 
come under government control, 
NATO officials tried Saturday to 
reassure Serbs. But a different mes- 
sage came across: No one can protea 
you. 

Thousands of Serbs have aban- 
doned flidza, which is to be handed 
over to the MusiimOoat federation 
on Tuesday. A town hall meeting 
with senior NATO 'and U.N. officials 
attracted only about 100 Serbs, most 
of them elderly. 

The NATO commander of ground 
forces in Bosnia told the Serbs the 
troops could do little to curb the law- 
lessness that has overwhelmed 
Bidza. 

“What we are not is a police force, 
and what we cannot guarantee is to 
offer individual security,” said Lt. 
Gen. Sir Michael Walker. 

Tension is rising in Bidza, the most 
populous of the five Serb suburbs 
being banded over to the Muslim- 
Croat federation. Residents are flee- 
ing with oil they can cram into cars 
and horse-drawn wagons. 

Serb intimidation gangs have 
been blamed for numerous arson 
attacks and nt least one murder in 
the security vacuum that has devel- 
oped in Ilidza and in Grbavica, a 
Sarajevo neighborhood that 
becomes federation territory on 
March 19.

Hopkins had initially worried that his 
acting would be affected by sobriety. 
"But then I realized that I really didn't 
care.** he said. “I just was desperate to 
have my life hack. Some of my old drink - 
ing palTwerc say iiig I'd lost the edger - 
and I thought. 'Well, that s the only edge 
I've got.* And gradually I went back to 
working and accomplishing something." 

During the, late 1970s and the ’80s. 
Hopkins accomplished a great deal, ac- 
cumulating a long list of screen credits, 
including A Bridge Too For. Magic and 
The Elephant Man. When he moved 
hack to London in I9H4 and relumed 
to the stage in Provda and King Lear. 
he again won raves. Nevertheless, it 
wasn't until 1992. alter his perform- 
ance as Hannibal Lector in The Silence 
of the Lambs, that he reached the level 
of stardom and acclaim that had been 
his ambition as a boy. Among the many 
accolades were a knighthood and an 
Academy Award: but when he accept- 
ed ihc Oscar for Best Actor, his first 
thought was of his father. 

"That evening happened lo he the 
1 1 th anniversary o f his death." Hopkins 
recalled. "I wanted to thank both my 
parents, but especially my father. I loved 
him dearly, bui because we were both 
volatile personalities, we could be dan- 
gerous together during my childhood. 
Some of our arguments could turn into 
pretty big quarrels', especially since he 
was so worried about my problems in 
school. With the Oscar, i thought I had 
finally proved I wasn't a failure, and I 
felt it was a kind of reconciliation with 
him or Avith-his memory." . 

There recently was another recon- 
ciliation in Hopkins' life — this one with 
his daughter, an actress whose profes- 
sional name is Abigail Harrison. While 
confessing that he's not a very "do- 
mesticated person." Hopkins found the 
reunion "earth-shaking" after all the 
years of distance. "When I decided to 
join the human race. 1 realized how 


much I had missed her." he said. 
"Coming to know her was a part of my 
own self-discovery." Hopkins and his 
daughter both insist on her pursuing her 
acting career independently, although 
she has uppeared in two of her father's 
"recent" mo v i e s7 S hat ldi\ ‘lands aiulT/i? 
Remains of the Day. 

The latter two films, along with 
Howards Etui, brought Hopkins even 
more critical attention and praise. His 
performance in Nixon has earned him 
another Oscar nomination. Staxivinii 
Picasso, in which he stars us the artist, 
w ill be released later this year. 

Fame and fortune finally have ar- 
rived. and Hopkins smiled as lie con- 
firmed that “this life is exactly what I vi- 
sualized for myself as a boy." He added:. 
"It may sound arrogant, but this is what 
I dreamed of back in Wales. I have been 
given exactly what 1 wanted." 

Nevertheless, for all his pleasure in j 
his continuing success, he hinted to me. 
that he was on the verge of yet atiuih- 
er phase in his life. In fact, a few months 
"after nurmceiing - in • London r he spoke 
with his customary honesty to confirm 
that he and his wife had agreed on an 
amicable separation, and he hud taken 
up residenee in a recently purchased 
home in Pacific Palisades. Calif. But. he 
insisted, he is in close touch with Jcnni. 
who remains in their South Kensington 
home, where she will continue to over- 
see his foundation work, including the 
Snowdonia Appeal, to preserve the 
Welsh countryside, and a scholarship 
fund for young British actors. 

"Obviously. I’m just now making im- 
portant decisions, and some of them 
have been painful." Hopkins conceded. 
"But it's all part of what I've been feel- 
ing for some time. After the Nixon and 
Picasso roles. 1 felt a kind of release am! 
a need to change. I returned to California, 
where I've always felt at home, anti now 
I fed ready to set out in new directions." 

For the time being, though. Hopkins 
has taken time off to recover from the 
last few months of grueling work anil 
difficult personal choices. Helms been 
busy overseeing the landscaping and 
decorating of his new home, hut lie has 
frequently indulged in his favorite pas- 
time of driving hundreds of miles to int- 
metse himself in the scenery of Anwnea. 

"I'm not very good at sitting still, 
even when I'm on vacation.” he ex- 
plained. "This is a transition period f»i 
me. and soon enough I'll. have anew 
project— either making another mnv ie 
or composing a film score or even paint- 
ing. Whatever I choose. 1 want to be 
more expressive in all aspects of tin 
life. I'm searching for a really vibrant 
and fruitful existence. I still believe that 
the journey, not the arrival, matters. To 
me. the quest is always more important 
than the accomplishment." .**

• a weak or interrupted stream when minuting 

■ a feeling that you cannot empty your bladder completely

Treatment options for BPH 

There are three main treatment options for BPH:
